Awakes Dazed.

Harrison, who investigated. He awak- 
ened other members of the family and 
it was found the house had been ran- 
sacked and the burglars had obtained 
$20 in cash. 

A physician was called and mem- 
bers of the household were given first 
aid treatment. Mrs. Pannell, who was 
visiting in the house, was affected 
most. Mr. Stewart’s mother was re- 
cuperating from a recent illness. 

When officers arrived the odor of 
the drug could be detected in the 
house. A thorough search of the 
premises was made but officers failed 
to find a trace leading to the identity

Newark, N. J., October 25.—Hu- 
man life has been lengthened in 


America during the past decade by 
approximately 10 per cent, with in- 
crease reflected at all ages from 10 
to 80, according to the statistics 
made public by the Prudential Life

In 1914 a child 10 years old had a 
life expectation of 48.8 years, or a 
prospect of living until he had reach- 
ed 58.8 years. In 1924, ten years 
Jater, this expectation of life had in- 
creased to 53.5, giving him a prospect 
of lasting until the age of 63.5. 

A man of 80 in 1914 had but 4.7 

rs as his expectation of life, while 
10° years later a man of similar age 
had an expectation of 5.1 years.

Autogiro, New Type Airplane, 


‘':# COMBINES PLANE BODY WITH FOUR “WINGS” °:: 


May Revolutionize Aviation 


BY CHARLES M. M’CANN. 

London, October 24.—The United 
States next year probably will see the 
autogiro, a semi-helicopter airplane, 
the invention of Don Juan De La 
Cierva, which has astonished British 
aero experts. 

Cierva, a Spaniard, is hailed as the 
inventor of the greatest and most im- 
portant. heavier-than-air machine since 
the Wright brothers first flew. 

“It is too soon to say what my 
future plans will be, but it is not 
impossible that I will take my auto- 
giro to America next year to demon- 
strate it to the American government 
and people,” he told the United News. 

An autogiro that can fly 300 miles 


an hour and be able to land at 40 
miles an hour is easily possible to 
construct, Cierva said. His contriy- 
ance is known in Britain as the “fly- 
ing windmill.”

nautical society gave in honor of 
Cierva, Sir Sefton Brackner, director 
of civil aviation, declared the auto- 
giro was the most important step in 
air dynamics in many years. 

The inventor read a paper which 
described his machine. It combines 
the body of an aeroplane with four 
“wings,” which are attached to a 
mast rising from the plane body. The 
propeller is in front, and when it 
pulls the machine along the wind 
causes the wings to flap like a bird’s. 
When descending with the motor off, 
the wind still causes the wings to 
flap a bit and the landing is made 
safely. 

Don Cierva is the son of a former 
Spanish war minister. He has con- 
structed 30 of the machines in experi- 
ments. 

The British government may adopt 
the autogiro for military purposes.

FIVE FOREIGN LINES OFFER “WET” APPEAL ‘s 


To Carry Legion To Paris

(United News Staff Correspondent..) 
| Washington, October 25.—British 
and American’ steamship companies 
have begun a battle to determine 
‘eitsilisie the journey of American le- 
| gionnaires to Paris in 1927 will be 
‘attended with hilarity no longer pro 
| duced on dry American lines. 

Five foreign lines, backed by the in- 


| 


' ships are “wet,” are bidding against 
lthe United States lines, operated by 
the United States shipping board, for 
the job of transporting some 50,000 
world war veterans planning to at- 
tend the Paris convention. 


The decision as to what steamship 
company shall be patronized by the 
Americans largely rests with a special 
| committee appoi: ‘cd by the national 
body. That the question will be set- 
tled shortly has been indicated by 
John J. Wicker, Jr., chairman, who 
has announced his intention of coming 
to Washington from ‘his home in 
Richmond, Va., this week to thrash 
out the entire problem with T. V. 
O'Connor, chairman of the United 
States shipping board. 

Meantime, the foreign lines are 
making a strong fight for the business, 
and according to delegates who attend- 
ed the Omaha meeting, there is consid- 
erable sentiment among legionnaires 
in favor of overlooking the patriotic 
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arguments put forward by the United | 


States line. 

In addition to the “wet” appeal, 
it is reported that the foreign bid- 
ders are offering lower rates than 
their American competitors. They 
also point to the fact that the Amer- 
ican Bar association went to its Lon- 
don convention in a British 
rather than on one of the ships sail- 
ing under the Stars and Stripes. 

That the competition for the vet- 
erans’ patronage is keen is indicated 
by Chairman O’Connor. : 

“We are hoping that the liquor 
situation,” he said, “won't make any 
difference with the legion. So far 
as rates are concerned, we think that 
we can go as far as they can. We 
are hoping, too, that the patriotism 
of the legionnaires will lead them to 
selec our ships.” 

T. W. Rossbottom declared that he 
placed little credence in the report 
that the world war veterans favored 
the “‘wet” ships,

In Pike and- Barbour counties Ala- 
bama, a tornado sweeping in from 
the Texas coast killed 16 persons, in- 
jured fhore than a score and leveled 
dozens of homes. 

The second storm, roaring in from 
the Atlantie, passed from the Mary- 
land and Delaware coasts through 
New York and into Néw England. 

Two Fishermen Drowned. 

Off Rockaway Point, N. Y., two 
fishermen were drowned and another 
fatality was reported from Woburn, 
Mass., where 500 houses were dam- 
aged and the town was thrown into 
darkness. National guardsmen were 
called out to protect property from 
looters.

Truth. 


Intolerance is the result of fear, 
says Willem Hendrik Van Loon in 
his new book, “A History of Toler- 
ance.” “No matter what form ofr 
shape a persecution may take, it is 


'eaused by fear and its very vehemence 


is indicative of the degree of an- 
guish experienced by those who 
erect the gallows or throw fresh logs 
upon the funeral pyre.” But who are 
the people that fear innovations in 
science and industry or new doc- 
trines in theology and religion? We 
are generally content to call them 
reactionaries or with the milder name 
conservatives. Yet the conservative 
has but little to fear from the man 
whose reason is the servant of his 
passions, but let him indeed beware 
of him whose reason has become his 
great and overwhelming passion. 
Haldane calls them the wreckers of 
outworn empires and_ civilizations, 
doubters, disintegrators, decides. In 
the past they have been men like Vol- 
taire, Bentham, Thales, Marx, pos- 
sibly the divine Julius and Darwin 
perhaps furnishes an- example of the 
same relentlessness in the field of 
science. Yet what such men are in- 
terested in primarily is truth. And 
those who oppose them are not always 
actuated by motives of malevolent ill 
will against progress, but because they 
dead change and prefer tranquillity, 
because they visualize revolutionary 
changes, catastrophic overturns, the 
throwing overboard of cherished tra- 
ditions and superstitions. They fear 
the consequences of truth as if it 
were a sowing of dragon's teeth. For 
when Jason sowed the dragon's teeth
